RIT BLIMP PROJECT

Amateur radio reached new heights at the 
hamfest this year with the demonstration of the 
Tiger Blimp by members of the RIT ARC, 
K2GXT. The organizer and head of the RIT 
Blimp Project, Mr. Alvin Spivey, readied the 
blimp for launch in the Dome Arena Friday 
morning. The faculty advisor for project, Jon 
WB3LHI, launched a demonstration flight 
around noon on Friday that lasted all of 30 
seconds, ending in a crash at the RaRa booth 
on the south side of the Arena! However, with 
able guidance from Mr. Spivey, a longer, more 
successful flight was made that included live 
video from the blimp, transmitted by ATV toa 
receiver at the RIT Blip booth. The blimp 
drew quite a crowd, and the blimp team en- 
joyed sharing their work and their expertise 
with visitors. Information about the ATV from 
blimps and model airplanes was passed out, 
and additional information can be had directly 
from Jon WB3LHI by sending an e-mail to 
LArney@rochester.rr.com. 

Several visitors to the booth who said they 
had experience flying radio control airplanes 
were given a chance to fly the blimp. Most 
experienced RC airplane flyers had little diffi-

Alvin 
and Jason are quite accomplished pilots, but 
they allowed Jon another chance to do some 
flying after most of the crowd had died down 
on Saturday afternoon. Jon only had one addi- 
tional crash, but that was while he was trying 
to instruct a 5 year old visitor to the hamfest.
